IT have a horror, Miss Royden 
writes, of these book: and people who 
speak in exaggerated terms of any 
sort of eoxual lapse.

HOPES OF RESUMPTION. 


DECISION LIES WITH MEN AT VANTON. 


It is boo soon yet. to say dofinitely 
that thre strike of Chinese seamen is 
settled. There are high hopes that 
work will be reaumed on Monday but 
it all depends upon what the seamen 
who have gone to Canton and who 
form a big majority of the strikers 
have to asy about the proclamation 
that was issued yesterday afternoon 
by the Secretary for Ch nese Affairs 
(the Hon. Mr. EB. R. Halifax! 

A translation of the proclamation 
follows : - 

"Hallifaxy Secretary for Chinese 
Affairs, in the matter of a notice :— 

“As regards the application of 
Chinese seamen for an increase of 
wages, the employers have agreed to 
consider their grievances and to see 
what steps should be taken, Hf there 
ip wtil anything unsatisfactory be 
tween them, the Government will im- 
mediately appoint arbitrators to get 


the inatter satisfactorily settle!, The 
new scale oof wages will be 
dated Jack to the Ist January 
this year. 1 now issue this hotice for 


the information of ull seamen that 
they should go back to their steamers 
before noo on Monday, the 16th 
inet: and work, otherwise there can 
be no hope for consideration. You 
seamen should not. hesitate, and this 
is what I sincerely hope. This 
earnest not'ce. 

Dated 13th. January 1922. 

That there was justification for the 
optimistic note sounded by Mr. 
Hallifax in his brief statement to the 
China Mail yesterday ufternoon has 
been proved by subsequent evente. 
M. Hallifax expressed himself a 
confident that. » successful arrange- 
ment would be reached and, provided 
the men adopt the advice of their 
executive, to resumeit canbe aaid at 
any rate that a settlement ie within 
sight. 

All day yesterday conferences were 
held.

HOW BUTTER PRIOKS ARB YEXED. 


The ramour that epread all over 
town, and actually affected the stook- 
market, and was thereupon reported 
by the China Mai os a rumour, was 
not true. Too late for publication 
yesterday, the Dairy Farm Company 
advised wa that they bave not lost 
a single coutmet. The particular 
contract that was named by rumour, 
but pot by the Ching Masi, has been 
renewed for the year. 

So that’s that. 


While in communication with 
us, the Dairy Farm official 
surprised ous with the  un- 


expected information that the price 
of butter they eel! bas not been and 
will not be affected in any way by the 
competition we noted in a previous 
issue. 

Their prices are determined by 
market prices in Australia, Aha! 
cries some reader. Thal yarn is no 
good, for the two quotations often 
show no resemblance. We reramded 
the Dairy Farm official of thie. He 
smiled. “That in because they 
get the latest Australian quotation, 
which travels quicker than our butter 
does. We order so many hundreds of 
cases when the price is so-and-so. 
Our order is filled. The butter may 
be in our possession two months 
later. 1% must be priced on the basis 
of the market quotation when it was 
bought. But even now we do not 
begin to sell it, We must 
first clear off the — atock 
bought previously, at perhaps 
a hgher or lower price. That. is 
because in case of accidenta we must 
carry large stocks. It may be »nother 
month before that particular « wusign- 
ment begins to go out to the public, 
but ite price waa determined months 
before when it was bought. 

“So your cheaper quotations now 
have no connection with, were not 
influenced by, the competition Tefrrred 
to. You know, the public will never 
believe that.”
